are certain new developments 
higher education which grow di- 
rectly out the war emergency and which, 
course, are primary concern the 
colleges. Since, however, these new develop- 
ments are bound have strong repercus- 
sions the secondary schools, may 
helpful outline informally the implica- 
tions which they seem hold for the 
secondary schools. will confine myself 
discussing very briefly what consider 
the three chief developments. 


The Accelerated Program 


One the first educational developments 
stemming from the war was the accelerated 
program education colleges and pro- 
fessional schools. College students are now 
enabled complete the full college course 
approximately two and two thirds years 
eliminating the usual vacation periods 
and making education year-round matter. 
similar program has been adopted the 
medical and law schools. further acceler- 
ation professional training now being 
accomplished reducing the amount 
preprofessional training required. 

long the draft age remained 
years age, there was only random talk 
urging acceleration below the college level. 
With the draft age now reduced 18, 
seems certain that acceleration some 
type other will soon adopted generally 
secondary schools. 

aware, course, that this problem 
has become emotional issue secondary 
school circles. The colleges are accused 
trying raid the high schools for the 
selfish purpose saving their enrollments. 
The session dealing with this problem 
the recent annual meeting the Middle 
States Association Colleges and Second- 
ary Schools held New York late 


November, certainly produced considerable 
heat, but little light and constructive 
solution. Parenthetically, may say that 
have gained the impression that there 
far more objective attitude toward this 
problem among educators Catholic sec- 
ondary schools than true other second- 
ary schools whether public private. 

conviction that secondary school 
educators should face this problem prompt- 
and objectively, the acceleration 
which does come prudent and wise. 
Already colleges are beginning accept 
high school students after three and half 
years and some institutions have announced 
their intention accept 3-year high school 
students. The superintendent public in- 
struction Pennsylvania announced five 
days ago (December 23, 1942) certain 
policies which make possible for 
high school students upon “recommenda- 
tion the responsible school officials” 
seek admission into college with the bless- 
ing the state department. opinion, 
the problem will not solved this 
concession. 

Although questioning the advisability 
accelerating arbitrarily chopping off 
few months high school education, 
convinced that some form acceleration 
should adopted the secondary schools 
make possible for least promising 
male high school students the scholastic 
upper half the class ready for 
college year earlier than present. 
this way, such students would enabled 
have year college before reaching 
draft age. 

For such acceleration selected high

school students, advance three reasons. 

year college will far more 
emotionally and psychologically prepare 
these young men for military service than 
would the case retaining them 
high school. has always been most in- 
teresting observe the character 
maturation that takes place most young 
men during the first year college. Under 
the impact impending war service, this 
even more marked. 

Young men college caliber should 
encouraged entertain the idea com- 
pleting college their war service 
over. The young man who has had 
cessful year college more apt return 
there than his comrade who never had 
attended college. Also considered 
the fact that present government planning 
for wounded soldiers discharged from serv- 
ice well for demobilization after the 
war contemplates making possible for 
our young men continue with their 
education which was interrupted the 
call military service. 

The possibility having supply 
young men for least one college year may 
well mean the difference between survival 
and nonsurvival for many privately con- 
trolled colleges, particularly have 
protracted war. Present Army and Navy 
college programs will utilize the most 
only few hundred colleges. The wholesale 
closing our privately supported colleges 
this time, may very well pave the way 
for the complete dominance publicly 
supported higher education the postwar 
period. 


The Plight Liberal Arts 
second effect the war upon higher 
education has been suspend our tradi- 
tional liberal-arts education. The drift 
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away from liberal-arts studies 
pronounced since Pearl Harbor. Under the 
impact the lowered draft age and the 
new Army and Navy college programs, 
liberal-arts studies the college level for 
male students will virtually disappear for 
the duration. Even college women will 
under ever increasing pressure take the 
so-called scientific studies 
the interest the war effort. Under such 
circumstances, seems that there 
great opportunity and responsibility 
for our secondary schools step into the 
breach and preserve 
studies during the war years. believe that 
determined effort should made in- 
tensify the cultural studies the high 
school level, particularly for those boys and 
girls who are college caliber. This does 
not mean that mathematics 
should neglected. Well taught courses 
mathematics and science have always 
been part liberal education. re- 
emphasis upon them this time move 
the right direction. 

There reason fear, however, that 
the virtual suspension liberal-arts studies 
the colleges may influence similar de- 
emphasis the secondary schools. What 
bothers particularly, that the “Vic- 
tory Program” the Office Edu- 
cation may operate such way 
weaken further the cultural subjects the 
secondary school level, time when 
more important than ever that they em- 
phasized and intensified. firm 
conviction that our tremendous postwar 
problems will need for their solution the 
best efforts men and women broad and 
liberal educational background. will 
tragic are have whole generation 
whose education has been mainly vocation- 
alized. 

not oppose the “Victory Program” 
for the secondary schools can serve 
very useful purpose but, insist that 
must employed with discretion. 

Under present conditions, seems 
that “Guidance” function the sec- 
ondary school, becomes more important 
than ever. Through competent “Guidance,” 
the student for whom high school junior 
college should terminal education must 
identified and directed into those practi- 
calized types training which are geared 
more directly the war effort. However, 
“Guidance” must also identify the student 
whose aptitudes and abilities fit for 
profitable study the college university 
level. Such students should assured 
liberal and cultural preparation that will 
best fit them take their place the 
ranks the thinkers and leaders whom 
are going need desperately soon 
the war over. 


Army and Navy Plans 


The third educational development 
the college level about which wish 
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speak has with the use selected 
colleges and universities under contractual 
arrangements with the government train 
young men needed the Army and Navy. 
will not into the details these pro- 
grams nor will attempt speculate about 
the effects these programs the colleges 
other than the observation already made 
about the effect liberal-arts education. 
will more purpose point out 
some the implications which see for 
our secondary schools. 

Hidden these plans, and possibly more 
apparent the Navy program, there 
great social and educational innovation 
that should have tremendous interest for 
the secondary schools. 

Thus the new college training program 
the Navy, proposed select annu- 
ally from the high schools competitive 
examinations some 50,000 young men who 
have reached their seventeenth birthday 
and who are physically fit. The young men 
thus selected will inducted into the 
Navy, sent college their own choos- 
ing wherever practicable, and provided 
one the cooperating colleges. While 
college, all expenses for room, board, and 
tuition will paid the government. 
addition, the young men will receive their 
clothes and the monthly pay apprentice 
seamen. Under the Navy program, students 
will receive college training for periods 
ranging from four semesters for those in- 
tending become aviation cadets, 
semesters for engineering officers and even 
beyond semesters for those preparing 
medical men chaplains, who must 
complete not only the preprofessional work 
the college but also the work the 
medical theological school. 

should very evident that this Navy 
program has tremendous social and educa- 
tional implications. is, effect, 
national scholarship program grand 
scale. Add this the Army program, 
although not liberal and well con- 
ceived educationally, but which will prob- 
ably involve three times many students, 


CAUTION 


necessary provide various types 
training needed the armed forces. 
the same time everything should 
done not only preserve but also 
make effective the deeper educational 
values. The Nazi type education 
went all out for practical training 
and almost completely eliminated those 
phases education that humanize the 
soul and develop free personality. need 
guard against imitating that kind 
education too closely. 


Rt. Rev. Msgr. George Johnson.

seems clear that the secondary 
school which wishes have its young men 
well prepared qualify for the exceptional 
opportunities being offered through the 
armed services, must now doing must 
take immediate steps three things: 

Provide thorough courses such 
basic subjects English, history, mathe- 
matics, and physics. 

Have well conceived health program 
which includes physical training. 

Have competent guidance program 
and utilize freely good testing materials, 
the objective types. 

These three points seem very 
important and feel that they should 
expanded into more concrete suggestions. 
this supposititious question. you were 
principal boys’ high school this time, 
view the new Army and Navy college 
training programs, what would you wish 
your high school without any delay? 
can readily give six seven answers 
this question. 

would familiarize myself thoroughly 
with all the details these programs, par- 
ticularly that the Navy. 

would identify the boys whom 
would urge apply for admission col- 
lege February, 1943, and would advise 
them make immediate arrangements 
with their college enlist the 
College Program. 

would identify the boys whom 
would urge take the forthcoming Navy 
high school examination well other 
boys who give good promise for the Army 
program. Certainly all these boys would 
the upper half their class. 

would make certain that the boys 
whom had identified were thoroughly 
home taking various kinds objective- 
type tests, because both Army and Navy 
use these tests extensively. 

would provide for senior stu- 
dents, necessary, refresher courses 
mathematics and physics. 

would provide complete medical ex- 
aminations for these boys that remedial 
measures might taken remedy under- 
weight, overweight, faulty posture, faulty 
teeth, and on. 

would provide regular classes 
physical training for these students least 
three times weekly. 

This concludes sketchy outline 
some current educational developments 
the college level together with guesses 
the implications which they have for 
the secondary schools. wartime, new de- 
velopments take form rapidly, and this 
true also education whether the 
college level the secondary school 
level. 
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Shall Maintain Ordinary 
High School Program Wartime? 


things were running rather 
smoothly, the 1930’s, teach- 
ers had grown somewhat pessimistic about 
our own students and youth general. 
With the exception the heroic few who 
are never absent any era and who spend 
themselves building Christlike characters 
putting self the background, found 
boys and girls indulging much selfish- 
ness, overfond amusements all kinds, 
loath make sacrifices practice the 
hard things which personal holiness and 
active Catholicity always demand. Now 
world war raging and change atti- 
tude evident. are longer bom- 
barded questions such as: have 
take math?” “Do have study 
infinitum, but, the contrary, are 
“Will this help me? Which study 
will most valuable for me? may need 
trigonometry the Air Corps Navy.

Boys are aware the fact that mathe- 
every branch the service.

The courses which will greatest 
value winning the war are not those 
immediate practical utility but those which 
will teach you citizens think. 


Hutchins’ comment refers university 
education. However, application the high 
school not out place. the high 
schools, especially the Catholic 
schools, could develop their students the 
ability think clearly and judge critically, 
they would render the nation marvelous 
service. There the danger devoting 
too much time preparation for war and 
too little time preparation for life. After 
all, some our students hope survive 
the war. Army and Navy experts are clam- 
oring for material with which work. 
general background necessary. need 
study the cultures and economics our 
allies and our enemies basis for under- 
standing the real issues and problems the 
war and the peace. Technicalities are per- 
fected when built solid foundation. 
Therefore, let resolve make safe 
and strong the bases, sow deeply the 
seed, and consequence, the resulting 
product will easily polished and not 
readily tarnished.

There present tendency so-called 
advanced schools educational thought 
support the theory that real-life situations 
and activities furnish the proper basis for 
organization the course study. Edu- 
cation life, and life not made 
subjects, but system activities and 
experiences. Living not compartmental- 
ized into arithmetic experiences, history 
experiences, and on. approach life 
conditions, therefore, demands the break- 
ing down artificial barriers set the 
traditional school curriculum. 

The curriculum, consequently, should 
organized wholly terms pupil activity. 
can handed down from one generation 
another: rather, something dy- 
namic, involving subject matter only 
far this needs called into assist- 
ance the solving some problematic 
situation. minister effectively, then, 
the development the growing child, the 
traditional, logically arranged subjects 
study must overthrown, and their 
place, arises curriculum activities, ap- 
pealing the interests children, and in- 
volving the learning only those knowl- 
edges and skills are pertinent the 
fulfillment the activity progress. Says 
Kilpatrick with reference this theory: 


experiencing. begins with something which 
individual group has already experienced, 
and through the desire the individual 
group further interpret the experience 
culties arise, and through the effort the 
individual group overcome these 
culties new interests are created and new 
problems appear, and on. never 
ending process. brief, these individuals are 
experiencing, and each experience leads 
further experiencing, thus forming intricate 
network which involves investigating, question- 
ing, planning, performing, evaluating, appre- 
ciating, achieving, and

highest point each individual, the 
responsibility the school organize 
curriculum around those activities and ex- 
perience which will draw out the individual 
the fullest extent.

Subject-Matter Grouping Sound 


Antipodal the above theory the one 
which maintains that the traditional sub- 
ject-matter grouping still fundamentally 
sound basis for organizing curriculum 
content. Since curriculum can possibly 
contain all there learned life, 
selection must made, and organization 
the elements thus culled must take 
place. Here the basic units are facts and 
skills homogeneously grouped into various 
subject fields like history mathematics, 
cetera. Not only this grouping highly 
useful but almost inevitable. The immature 
mind the child cannot grasp the experi- 
ence preceding generations its total- 
ity, and so, almost naturally analysis, 
breaks into different clusters re- 
lated interests. 

The curriculum can vitalized and 
rejuvenated when necessary but this desir- 
able end should achieved within the 
framework traditional subject group- 
ings. The retention these groupings 
basis organization avoids the danger 
poor pupil mastery the fundamental 
tools learning. Ernest Horn, for one, 
voiced this theory when declared that 
courses study both content and or- 
ganization should attempt mirror more 
fully the reality life, still useful 
ends can reached the reselection and 
reorganization values within present 
new synthesis knowledge 
would not necessarily demand course 
study entirely different from the best that 
exists the present time. Nor need sub- 
jects loose their identity the curriculum 
for they represent useful organizations 
the accumulated experience the past. 
Horn states further: 


Neither the analyses child needs nor the 
analyses adult needs indicate that any 
the subjects the elementary school must go. 
Rather, they have shown, first, few gaps 
the curriculum whole; secondly, the need 
for new content, new organizations, new 
emphases within the subjects themselves; and 
thirdly, the need for better co-ordination 
integration among the

And “integration” not 
meant the problem-solving process which 
the progressive theory education identi- 
fies with the Rather, integration 
here used implies that there will func- 
tioning each the subjects and skills 
which are taught. has reference, further- 
more, certain wholeness unity 
the learning process. Such unification 
achieved when the teacher, pupil, and ma- 
terials learning combine harmonious 
relationships. This relationship, truly 
integrative, must result meaningful in- 
terpretation learning materials, and 
process. 

The values our cumulative social 
heritage form integrated body cul- 
ture achieved the course civilization. 
And one the chief functions edu- 
cation orientate the individual these 
values. The corollary that the curriculum 
should organized terms this cul- 
ture. Situations and problems present- 
day life may used meaningful ap- 
proach this body significant, organized 
knowledge, but they should not constitute 
the prime essence the curriculum. 

These challenging theories referring the 
organization the curriculum provoke 
further discussion. Consider first, the 
theory which would have the curriculum 
organized terms activities. 


The Activity Theory 


Activities and experiences may looked 
upon legitimate supplement the 
program systematic sequential 
learning, but construct the curriculum 
primarily out these child activities 
would not only inadequate 
tively one sided viewpoint, but would 
prove egregiously harmful 
development youth. The philosophy and 
theory underlying the activity curriculum 
basically unsound and fallacious the 
idea freedom and lack discipline that 
implies. And yet McGucken says: 


The great need American youth and 
American for that matter discipline: 
intellectual discipline, moral discipline. The 
progressive system does not provide for that. 
The progressive school trains the child 
for unreal world where will have 
only the things wants do. Intellectual 
discipline needed are ever produce 
scholars and leaders, well followers who 
will not stampeded mob hysteria

This theory unlimited concession 
childish caprice, letting the child choose 
what will will not do, and organizing 
the curriculum fluctuating and 
unstable foundation fails recognize that 
one the factors differentiating mankind 
from the animal the power work sys- 
tematically and persistently the face 
strong desires, impulses, and interests im- 
pelling him the contrary. Certainly 
does not recognize, 
ciently, the inescapable need the young 
for control, guidance, instruction, and dis- 
cipline basis for the responsibilities 
adulthood. Bagley maintains 
theory perilous because deliberately 
belittles the importance and significance 
the social heritage which once the 
most precious and the most difficult for 
each generation acquire: the heritage, 
namely, knowledges, skills, ideals, and 
standards life. states, can con- 
ceive set assumptions, which when 
made the sole basis educational pro- 
gram and carried out consistenly, would 
more certainly intensify individualism and 
enthrone glorified 

psychological fact that everyone 
must educate himself one learns 
through his own mental activities, and not 
merely being exposed learning. Still 
the term “activity” does not always and 
necessarily connote some overt, bodily 
movement. Any sane mind will recognize 
the fact that thinking activity type 
activity much higher plane than 
the physical kind. One can recognize too, 
that the curriculum need not consist funda- 
mentally the kind activities advo- 
cated number activity curriculum 
proponents. Aristotle’s statement the 
effect that intellect perfected not 
knowledge but activity expresses suc- 
cinctly the highest type educational ac- 
tivity, one which cannot relegated 
produce educated man. 

Then, too, one examines how much 
his present knowledge information 
was obtained through his own personal ex- 
perience, would have admit that 
far the greater part it, and probably the 
most important items, were vicarious ex- 
periences obtained through 
knowledge which have been built dur- 
ing hundreds and hundreds years the 
greatest minds the race. These bodies 
knowledge comprise the greatest treasure 
our social heritage, and are indispensable 
true understanding the modern 
world. possible then, for the cur- 
childish experiences? Common sense and 
sound judgment would dictate that the

VII. Conclusion 


The winds educational theory blow 
this way and that; one theory runs coun- 
ter another and precipitates variety 
animated controversies. Educators today 
are not agreement regarding aims 
education; neither they agree the 
principles curriculum construction. Each 
theorist has his own idea what the cur- 
riculum should be, and how should 
constructed; scarcely any two them 
agree. Bode has called attention this 
disparity opinion the vast majority 
curriculum reforms, and alleges that this 
underlying weakness due the lack 
clearly formulated philosophy educa- 
Educators have not determined 
definitely the aims education, and yet 
they not hesitate propose elaborate 
plans for conducting the process cur- 
riculum revision. And there hope 
reconciliation until certain fundamental 
differences between various philosophies 
life are satisfactorily settled.

Doubling His Five

The white-robed monk seemed hold his 
eyes, students frequently the class- 
room when they are building castles Spain 
during tiresome lecture. No, this interesting 
but most disinterested man was not concerned 
about the banquet which 
specially invited personal message from 
the king the superior the Dominican 
monastery hard by. 

But was just evidently interested 
something which was thinking hard that 
did not realize that all the knights about the 
table were rising pledge toast with their 
king who had likewise risen. And just the 
king was about pronounce the toast, very 
large fist came down the table with thump 
that very nearly toppled over the single stand- 
ing wine glass, and loud stage whisper floated 
through the room with the ring triumph 
it: “And that will settle the 

Without the faintest indication that had 
noticed the interruption, the gallant king 
waited just part second until the man 
his right preoccupation over 
and the toast was pledged, and then they all 
sat down. 

This extraordinary man white who has 
been described some his biographers 
having been large that the table which 
studied had sawed out allow him 
have the desk, were, around him, was 
Thomas Aquin, more often called 
Thomas Aquinas. had come Paris with 
his teacher. Albertus Magnus, from Cologne, 
where the Dominican Thomas had studied for 


some short time under the Dominican 
bertus. Since there may not another occa- 
sion this sketch speak the teacher, 
well, for the comfort teachers generally 
mention the fact that, while Thomas 
Aquinas was canonized very shortly after his 
death, his great teacher was not honored 
until seven hundred years later. 
teachers who are saints and who help make 
saints their pupils not, today, have 
wait long for recognition. course, 
long St. Albertus Magnus was enjoying the 
vision God all that time, nothing else 
matters. was the only type recognition 
sought achieve; heaven, the lack 
any other recognition never bothers any saint. 

was during his studentship under St. 
Albert Cologne that fellow students were 
making the same observation the French 
cavalier the banquet table. They noticed 
his size and his complete absorption thought 
during class discussions, much that one 
them, bolder probably, because 
tured than the rest said jest the great 
rock sits there and you not hear sound 
from him.” St. Albert, with that long vision 
which all saintly teachers have, answered the 
quip with “Mind that ox; will bellow 
loudly some day that the world will attend 
hear him.” 


Student Becomes Teacher 


did not take long. the University 
Paris, his professors listening the young 
man defended thesis. acknowledged 
they must have been splendidly humble men 
—that his arguments were far clearer and 
surer than any they had taught him. was 
promptly engaged professor. taught phi- 
losophy, and used Aristotle reference and 
guide. 

had studied Aristotle under the strangest 
circumstances. studied the Greek philos- 
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opher while was prison, fact which 
saint whom venerate not only ex- 
tremely holy but also vastly learned and metic- 
ulously law abiding. When find that all 
happened because very foolish mother 
and his not too law-abiding brothers, are 
even more amazed. 

happened this way. When trying re- 
count the way thing happened, the most 
can tell the external circumstances 
which were involved. Unless have excellent 
vision and very good sense use both 
may easily miss the dispensations Di- 
vine Providence throughout this episode 
saint’s life, just miss that most essential 
point the lives those who are not saints, 
though ought, every one us, saints. 
That the one purpose our existence. 
Unless you keep that truth mind you 
read this biography, you anything 
else, anything else all, you are wasting very 
valuable time. 

any case, St. Thomas was born nobil- 
ity. That is, both his father and his mother 
were noble family connections, his father 
being count and his mother countess. They 
were very wealthy, wealthy worldly goods 
and possessions, and wealthy their many 
children, whom Thomas was the fifteenth 
and youngest. seems have given evi- 
dence his philosophizing mind even the 
age five, for was heard going about 
asking those who would listen, “What God?” 
was possibly 15, surely not more than 17, 
when entered the Dominican Order A.D. 
1240. That was Naples. People raised their 
brows over this wealthy young man joining 
the Poor Friars and, course, being neighbors 
like the neighbors have our own cities to- 
day, they talked the boy’s mother about the 
unwisdom such step, for should they not 
know? Such people always know everything 
about such things. Had Thomas instead mar- 
ried very wealthy and course very beauti- 
ful girl regardless her personal merits, these 
same neighbors would have rushed over 
congratulate the fond mother and never said 
word about the wisdom the boy’s conduct. 
But there probably nothing one can ever 
hope about such neighbors; shall 
always have them with us. 

His mother, Theodora, bethought herself 
that perhaps she ought something about 
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it, and hence she set out visit her son. The 
Friars got word it, however, God always 
looking out for His own, and they hurried 
Thomas off Rome. Before reached Rome, 
his brothers, who had been instructed their 
mother, captured him. Captured the word 
for they had actually gone after him with 
small army, and they took him tower 
where remained prisoner for two solid 
years, his brothers and his mother trying 
the meantime destroy his vocation. 

One the most terrible things they did was 
send the virtuous young man wicked 
woman who was tempt him sin. 
sooner did Thomas realize what she was about 
than, with his bare hands, took from the 
fireplace burning stick wood and with 
drove her out the room. Then, bolted 
the door and knelt down before his crucifix 
pray for the preservation all his life his 
virtue chastity. The end that particular 
incident St. Thomas did not tell anybody 
until shortly before his death, when told his 
director that two angels had appeared his 
room after that combat and one them held 
his hands cincture with which the two 
angels girded him and assured him that God 
was pleased preserve him for the rest 
his life from any temptation against this par- 
ticular virtue. mainly for this reason that 
St. Thomas often called the Angelic Doctor. 


Studied Prison 


was during this imprisonment two 
years that St. Thomas, instead merely wear- 
ing himself out fretting against the unjust 
treatment his relatives, induced one his 
sisters bring him books read; and 
was that spent much his time studying 
Aristotle. Except for this enforced retirement 
from any other activity, St. Thomas might 
not have had the leisure read Aristotle. 
That what would call capitalizing 
opportunity. St. Thomas thought see- 
ing the hand God and His will all that 
happens us. The particular fortress 
which was imprisoned was Rocca Secca, 
his own native city, section the city 
Naples. 

After two years, his mother came better 
frame mind and St. Thomas was released, 
much after the fashion one St. Paul’s 
escapes, being let down out the tower 
basket “into the arms the Dominicans,” 
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his biographer tells. was undoubtedly 
the most extraordinary armful the Dominicans 
ever held. 

Out his experience student the Uni- 
versity Paris, became professor there, 
and his first work was explaining the 
tences” the theology Peter Lombard. 
Since wrote out his work, this became the 
beginning and fact the foundation his 
greatest work, the Summa. his short 
years life, wrote all more than sixty 
works, some them extensive 
Summa, some them shorter. had 
thought becoming famous these writings, 
but rather that could service his 
fellow men and, besides, was doing what 
was told his superiors.

St. Thomas great saint. mentioned 
before, was canonized shortly 
death. not the fact that was highly 
gifted that made him saint, not the fact that 
had very obviously been endowed with five 
talents; but what did with the five, 
that doubled them, that saint. 
not the fact that was big man and that 
was descended important family, that 
made impression not only upon his own 
age but upon every age besides his since, 
but because threw every ounce his being 
and every inch his tall title into the doing 
his duty saw it; and always saw 
his duty coming straight from God. Not 
many may called upon astound the 
world with teaching and writing theology;

There story Old English 
literature Piers, the plowman, 
structed rather exhausted group pilgrims 


Design Brother Francis Meyer, “Win with Mary” suggested Sodality and War Slogan. 
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who had been rushing hither and yon after 
happiness, that had found plowing his 
particular plot ground and doing well 
could reasonably. not just chance, 
you know, that you were born the country 
and the particular parents and the par- 
ticular time that you were. That has all been 
part great plan made from eternity 
Designer Infinite, Francis Thompson calls 
God one his loveliest poems. Such truths 
are sometimes hard believe, but makes 
them less truths for all that. 

Should you find that you are gifted very 
much the same way St. Thomas Aquinas, 
and should you also find that you are placed 
very much the same situations which 
met his life, you will likely asked 
bring back God the Judgment very much 
the same kind result and achievement. The 
important thing that you double however 
many talents you have received, and that you 
make honest effort your capacity and 
your limitations permit, find out God’s 
will, and set the task accomplishing it. 
And the single thought which needs concern 
you while you are thus working the accom- 
plishment God’s will you see it, “How 
does God like it? What does think?” 
one Rudyard Kipling’s poems, has the 
splendid line “And only the Master shall praise 
us, and only the Master shall blame.” That 
idea permeated everything St. Thomas did.

result experience, the writer holds 
that success failure depends much, very 
much the attitude the student toward 
the subject, and that students are frequently 
discouraged the mistaken assumption, 
the part the teacher, that they have work- 
ing knowledge something, when the fact 
that their knowledge entirely inadequate 
the successful accomplishment the task 
required them. dislike for the subject 
the usual result, with consequent failure, 
least, lack interest and pleasure the 
work. This course was started the safer 
assumption that the students had everything 
learn about the purpose, the value, and the 
writing description. The first objective was 
knowledge description, the second apprecia- 
tion description, and the third ability 
write description. 


Classroom Procedure 


The first two objectives were pursued 
embodied, for descriptive passages rarely 
appear alone complete literary productions. 
textbook was used the course. The plan 
the teacher was give each student 
task, plan, and freedom.” There was 
introduction the course, explanation 
what was studied what was 
achieved. 

The first class period was devoted read- 
ing, the teacher, descriptive passages 
prose and poetry, chosen for their interest, 
beauty, novelty. The attitude the class 
was attentive and appreciative. When the time 
for assignment came expectant, 
wondering doubt, what they would re- 
quired do. The first assignment was, “Bring 
class tomorrow one descriptive paragraph, 
copied correctly with name book maga- 
zine from which taken and author’s name. 
Use any book magazine you choose.” This 
sounded easy, and there was cheerful, willing 
cooperation. The attitude interest and co- 
operation developed the first lesson char- 
acterized the work this class until the end. 
The second, third, and subsequent assignments 
did not differ materially from the first. was 
quite reasonable hope that looking for 
descriptive passages the students would read 
something what preceded, well what 
followed the selection chosen, and incidentally 
learn something the author’s purpose 
writing the descriptive paragraph. 

the second class period each student read 
aloud the passage which had brought, giving 
the name the book and the author. Some 


discussion the passage followed immediately. 
Some the paragraphs were very good, others 
less good, while others were not description 
all. Each selection, however, served pur- 
pose, some illustrating what description is, 
others showing what not. first dis- 
cussion was directed securing appreciation 
description calling attention the 
beauty, clearness, strangeness, terror, what- 
ever characterized the passage. Gradually, and, 
were, incidentally, the discussions all 
the essentials description were taught. The 
teacher had objective mind for each class 
and led the discussion toward its attainment. 
This objective was not mentioned the as- 
signment, nor such, any time since entire 
freedom the selection passages was de- 
sired for the student. Whenever passage 
was read which presented good model 
diction, purpose, style, characteristic traits, 
interest, force, attention was directed 
the teacher. The passage was then re-read 
and discussed. Then followed reading the 
other passages with attention directed toward 
the same objective. Passages were compared 
whenever possible, and question com- 
ment the students were constantly led take 
note whatever value beauty the passages 
contained. 

All the contributions the students the 
class were kept for comparison, reference 
until the end the course. the final check- 
was seen that among the good passages, 
the “ten-minute-before-class type” never failed 


appear. All papers were returned the 


students the end the course. 

Frequently during the entire course, short 
oral and written descriptions were required. 
These were usually descriptions something 
which the students could see. Actual detail was 
included the description. was inter- 
esting see how differently different eyes saw 
the same thing, and how much more one stu- 
dent could write the given time than others 
the same class. Sometimes the students sat 
stood near windows and described what 
they could see and hear outside. The latter 
exercise was very much enjoyed. Occasionally 
books magazines were passed the students 
and they described some picture, one their 
own choice, contained them. Not more than 
minutes were allowed for these exercises. 
Below are two descriptions the same pic- 
ture: 


Between the mountains sort valley, there 


seen long trains covered wagons, with 


gunmen walking alongside guarding them. 
cliff about hundred feet above was Indian 
kneeling, and watching the parade. His skin was 
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almost the color the rock upon which 
knelt, rendering him almost unnoticeable. High 
mountains, tinted with shades yellow, purple, 
and gold, could seen the distance. 


Evening was close hand, and the sun was 
casting beautiful colors gold, purple, and blue, 
group mountains that hemmed small 
valley. Moving through the valley was party 
immigrants with large white covered wagons. 
each side these wagons rode horsemen, well 
armed, and ever the lookout for danger. 
Watching from high ledge that looked directly 
over the valley, crouched Indian. The red 
rock harmonized such way with the color 
the Indian’s skin that was scarcely noticeable 
from the valley below. 


Descriptive poetry received special atten- 
tion, and many fine passages were contributed 
the class. Sometimes the assignment re- 
quired that passages descriptive poetry 
contributed, and some practice writing 
descriptive verse was given. The works 
Coleridge, Wordsworth, Scott, Tennyson, 
Shelley, Keats, Lowell, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Kipling, Burns, Masefield, Burns, Lanier, Mil- 
ton, Dante, Egan, Hayne, Browning, Kilmer, 
Meynell, and many others were represented 
the collections. The prose selections repre- 
sented wider range including writers such 
Ruskin, Newman, Scott, Hawthorne, Steven- 
son, Irving, Ben Wallace, Cooper, Father 
Garesché, Mark Twain, Van Dyke, 
worthy, Dickens, Sheehan, Curwood, Churchill, 
Keon, Thoreau, Father Copus, Cardinal Wise- 
man, Aldrich, and host others. 


Imitation Models 


The second part the course was devoted 
writing description imitation. Each stu- 
dent was supplied with copy the model 
sentence. The sentence was read, and studied. 
The writer’s purpose, point view, character- 
istic traits, diction, and any other interesting 
facts connected with it. this manner all 
essentials description were reviewed. The 
following passage from Painters” 
Ruskin, was among the first imitated: 


The various actions trees rooting themselves 
hospitable rocks, stooping look into ravines, 
hiding from the search glacier winds, reaching 
forth the rays rare sunshine, crowding down 
together drink sweetest streams, climbing 
hand hand among the different slopes, opening 
sudden dances round the mossy knolls, gather- 
ing into companies rest among the fragrant 
fields, gliding grave procession over the heaven- 
ward ridges— nothing this can conceived 
among the unvexed and unvaried felicities the 
lowland forest.’ 


Since action characteristic trait the 
passage, subject was needed that could 
described action. Several were suggested, 
and selected “The Course Stream.” 

The next step was building vocabulary 
suited the movements water a.stream. 
The students suggested words, participles 
like the model, and the teacher wrote them 
the blackboard. Something like the follow- 
ing list was contributed: running, falling, 
dropping, flowing, rushing, dripping, 
circling, reflecting, gathering, washing, dash- 
ing, moistening, carrying, cooling, winding, 
whirling. The writing the description was 
the assignment for the following class period. 
The following example the results:

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The mountain stream was beautiful running 
between two hospitable rocks, bubbling and danc- 
ing over the rocks, taking small stones with 
its course, meandering around the curves, churn- 
ing itself into foam falls down the rocks 
below, splashing against the walls rock, and 
flowing away distant lake, which the trees 
and other things are reflected. 


The following imitation the same 
model with “The Rising Tide” subject: 

stood the beach one day and watched the 
various actions the tide rolling the bare 
sands, flashing into white spray against gray rocks, 
whirling and eddying large pools under over- 
hanging cliffs, retreating slowly and majestically 
from the shore, rushing forward again and dashing 
itself pieces the beach, glancing brightly 
when the sun strikes high wave, hurling huge 
billows the rocks, and breaking them into 
hundred little ones which splash futilely the 
boulders. 

All papers, this part the course, were 
read the teacher. The identity the 
writer being unknown, the comment and 
criticism was not personal. Each exercise was 
discussed and criticized the class. Sugges- 
tions for improvement were addressed the 
class rather than the individual. the be- 
ginning the papers were frequently rewritten. 

After some practice imitation the 
models assigned the teacher, order 
bring about more interest and variety the 
work, the students were permitted select the 
passages that they liked, thought they could 
imitate. More liberty was allowed them 
the imitation. They were free the choice 
subject, and were encouraged follow the 
model for the general situation only, using 
much originality the imitation 
wished. Reading and discussion papers was 
continued the previous lessons. Con- 
structive criticism was the aim, but the stu- 
dent’s attention was directed errors 
spelling, grammar, and punctuation which 
should have avoided. 


Original Descriptions 


The third part the course was writing 
original descriptions. Freedom choice 
subject was given the students. Frequent 
short descriptions, written class under the 
supervision the teacher were required. The 
papers were read class, the preceding 
parts the course. was secure 
constructive criticism whenever possible. The 
students learned suggest something 
improved, instead pointing out shortcom- 
ings. The good points composition were 
commented on, before suggestions for cor- 
rection were order. Usually, though not 
always, the teacher read the compositions. 
Here are few the results:

Reactions Students 


Since studying description this quarter, have 
taken quite interest it. Instead reading 
lightly, more often skipping entirely, now 
read it. The method used studying descrip- 
tion, was interesting and easy, yet think 
learned much. can think subject, can 
generally write description fairly short 
time but getting subject quite hard for me. 
appreciate this course very much, and only 
hope get much from course argu- 
mentation. 


have studied description, read more 
more interest descriptive passages. 
able tell good description from poor one 
and think, although can’t sure, that can 
write better description myself. have found 
out which authors use more description, and 
which use more narration. also read more de- 
scriptive poems just see how good they are. 
like compare the descriptions different 
authors. not find the long descriptions, such 
one finds Scott, dry now. Altogether, 
think the course has done much good. 


From our course description have learned 
many things. Copying many descriptions kept 
the lookout for other beautiful descriptions 
when reading any book magazine. Then 
learned appreciate book that has descriptions 
it. vocabulary was increased reading 
and writing descriptions, because generally authors 
use very pretty and appropriate words and 
phrases their descriptions. also learned how 
copy correctly from another’s book. Now when 
read book which there are many descrip- 
tions, read them with more interest than did 
before. also think that this work will help one 
when away from home, 
letters, and describe things which are seen. 
will also help oral English, should 
could easier and more accurately than 
before taking this course.

Major Understanding Brazil 


Although Brazil has area larger than 
that the United States, has been endowed 
with varied resources, and boasts early 
settlement, still sparsely settled the 
whole and has some unexplored and unsettled 
regions. 

The people Brazil adjusting them- 
selves their environment have main- 
along rivers and coastal plains where they 
are engaged chiefly the kinds work men- 
tioned the following paragraphs. 

The Amazon region sparsely populated 
chiefly Indians who collect rubber and 
other forest products. The coastal region 
somewhat more densely populated with 
higher percentage white people who are 
engaged cacao, sugar, and cotton produc- 
tion. the central coastal section, the most 
highly industrialized part the country, there 
are coffee farms and trade centers. 

Southern Brazil has promising farm and 
grazing section. The interior this section, 
also the interior most the country, 
slightly developed. Cattle grazing constitutes 
the main occupation the few people there. 

Few railroads, undeveloped mineral ores, 
and race since the population 
very mixed and the degree illiteracy very 
high have kept the country from progress- 
ing industrially. Added these hindrances 
which are associated more less with the 
people themselves are those which nature has 
left them. These include areas high temper- 
ature and scanty rainfall some parts the 
country, and others regions heavy rainfall 
and high temperatures with their accompany- 
ing dense forests and insect difficulties. With- 
the past few years, however, through the 
efficiency the Vargas dictatorship, the 
conditions the country have changed 
remarkably for the better.

1567 the Portuguese came from their 
capital Bahia and drove the French out. 
Since this was St. Sebastian’s Day they 
adopted the saint their patron renaming 
the town Sao Sebastian Rio Janeiro.

Rio Janeiro like jewel which has 
been cut and polished and displayed the 
most dazzling setting. Not only the water, 
islands, mountains, and beaches which nature 
has put there, but the houses and gardens 
built man have helped make Rio fairy- 
land.

Last all, 
seven o’clock the Christ Corcovado 
floodlighted. first there nothing all 
seen the mountain; then, instant 
the tall statue shines white against the dark 
sky quiet blessing over the city. 

Corcovado, the hunchback mountain, with 
the statue Christ its summit and the 
cog railroad leading it.

Our 
guide proud tell that one reason why 
Rio clean there never any need 
furnace fires because the temperature always 
warm, consequently, dirty smoke soils the 
red-tiled roofs the houses and the pink and 
white walls.

Has Rio in- 
dustrial centers which have added its im- 
portance world city? 

Our guide raises his eyebrows surprise 
think are interested not only Rio’s 
scenic beauty but its industrial development 
well. tells Rio does have business 
section. does have large quays, warehouses, 
and factories but understand their import- 
ance must visit the countryside, for 
the region around Rio with its valuable mines, 
and the cropland which provides the products 
for Rio’s industrial district.

around Rio someone our party mentions 
that once read article United States

Since praying the stations was matter 
choice, nothing was said them. the 
afternoon, just before dismissal, they came 
and said, “Sister, wanted play in- 
stead praying the stations today, but 
didn’t have much fun.” another day, 
little remarked, “Sister, didn’t 
feel like saying the stations today, but 
said myself, ‘I’m not going make the 
Sacred Heart Jesus sad account me.’ 

With the exception the two 
boys, who didn’t have “much fun” when they 
stayed away, not one the little ones 
missed single day. 

Examples such childlike love for Jesus 
have occurred each several years 
primary teaching. recall, especially, one tiny 
little mite, scarcely six, who, hearing the story 
Christ’s Passion, turned very pale, and 
few moments broke out loud sobs. The 
writer, thinking the child might ill, inter- 
rupted the class, ask the reason for this 
sudden outburst crying. The little one re- 
plied, feel sorry for Jesus.” The 
next day the lesson the previous day was 
reviewed. The child, not wishing noticed, 
put her head down her lap beneath her 
desk, and sobbed her heart would break.

When these sounds and rules are mastered 
satisfactorily, the children are ready work 
with words.

planning the work the religion class 
for the year every teacher, whether the 
primary grades the college, should in- 
clude the general outline the practice 
mental prayer conjunction with every unit 
work taught. Some teachers may think this 
project impossibility, judging from the 
difficulty which they experience their own 
meditation; but fair trial according the 
procedure suggested will, think, have 
very favorable reaction and very profitable 
results. necessary, however, remember 
that order convince someone else per- 
son must first convince himself. Therefore, 
teacher must convince herself first and then 
her students that mental prayer simple and 
natural. the primary grades will 
carried without any mention the ex- 
pression mental prayer. With older students 
different; they should familiarized with 
the term mental prayer.

Oil Heat Schools 


The rationing oil many sections 
the country suggests the great importance 
using all oil supplies with the greatest pos- 
sible economy. The following suggestions for 
burner installations and for improv- 
ing the results oil heating are taken with 
permission from the Sinclair Firebox, pub- 
lished the Sinclair Refining Company, 
Chicago, 

“Fuel oil, like any other fuel, burns only 
after transformed into gas fine 
mist and thoroughly mixed with the proper 
proportion air. therefore necessary 
see that the vaporization atomization 
the oil properly accomplished and that 
the air adjustment correct. 

“Likewise important that the firebox 
which combustion takes place the 
correct shape and size and good physical 
condition. 

“To insure efficient heat absorption the 
air, water, vapor, steam the furnace 
boiler essential that the size flame 
(hourly capacity) correct: too large 
flame causes too much heat loss through the 
while too small flame respon- 
sible for unduly long periods burner opera- 
tion without satisfactory results the house. 

“Tt likewise essential that the heating 
surfaces clean, inside and outside, for soot 
and scale are good ‘heat insulation’; the hot 
gases must also travel the correct speed, 
and without becoming diluted air leaking 
into the furnace boiler. 

“Tt must therefore recommended the 
fuel oil consumer that ask competent 
serviceman check the following 


the oil burner clean, particularly the 
strainer, the nozzle tip, the air inlet, the wheel 
the fan and all air passages? recom- 
mended have oil filter installed the fuel 
oil line, for complete protection the oil burner. 

pressure type burner (gun burner) 
the nozzle tip the right size, has become 
enlarged through years wear? 

rotary cup type burner, the cup 
clean, its edges undamaged, and does “turn 
true?” 

vaporizing burner, the pot good 
condition and clean? 

the ignition system perfect shape, the 
ignition points unbroken, clean and their cor- 
rect relative 

the combustion chamber, the hearth 
rotary burner, satisfactory, without leaks, 
and the shape and size deemed best mod- 
ern practice? not should repaired and, 
necessary, completely rebuilt. 

Will combustion baffle, above the combus- 
tion chamber some baffling throughout the 
gas passages, reduce the losses directing the 
flow gas more rationally? 

Are the gas passages clean soot? Removal 
all soot with steel brush and vacuum 
cleaner very essential step toward better 
fuel economy. 

Likewise there any considerable scale in- 
side the boiler? should removed 
and the water treated chemically avoid fur- 


ther scale formation.

(firing doors, cleanout doors, doors)

Upon the start all heating seasons 
recommended that combustion efficiency test 
oil-burning installations made, make sure 
that all combustion losses have been reduced 
minimum. 

These tests consist making analysis 
the gases combustion, they leave the fur- 
nace the boiler, very similar analysis fact 
the “metabolism” test that enables physicians 
diagnose certain ailments their patients. 
The temperature these gases measured 
determine what percentage the heat lost 
through the chimney.

Inspection these 
valves and, necessary, regrinding the seats, 
are advisable. 

Should humidifier installed certain 
rooms, fed small quantity water from 
the heating system, either manually auto- 
matically

mestic hot water, summer well winter? 


Steam and Vapor Installations

schools reported $26,107.81 worth bonds and 
stamps sold December, increase $4,331.32 
over November. Chicago two Catholic 
schools shared top honors scrap collection with 
two public schools. Rhode Island pupils 
Catholic schools bought $85,000 worth stamps 
during the quarter ending December aver- 
age $2.75 per pupil. St. Rose’s School 
Clintonville, Wis., collected 100 pounds scrap 
metal per pupil, bought $2,340 worth bonds 
and stamps, and have organized army 
prayer. the Diocese Brooklyn school 
children sold more than $400,000 worth bonds 
and nearly $100,000 worth stamps, and con- 
tributed money and prayers the physical 
and spiritual welfare service men, including 
large number subscriptions for soldiers 
the diocesan newspaper. 


PLAN ACCELERATE EDUCATION 


The committee appointed the 1942 meeting 
the National Catholic Educational Association 
study the question accelerating education 
has devised three plans intended for submission 
the 1943 meeting. Since this meeting, scheduled 
for Easter week Buffalo, has been canceled, 
the various plans probably will submitted 
publication. Rev. Clarence Elwell, director high 
schools the Diocese Cleveland, the author 
one plan, which provides for: 

RETAINING the eight-year elementary school but 
allowing above-average pupils pass through 
six seven years without skipping any sub- 
ject matter; 

CREATING six-year high school covering some 
subject matter the present seventh and eighth 
grades, the entire present high school program, 
and the program the present first two years 
college; 
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pupils four more years but teaching the 
first two years matter now presented junior 
and senior years college 
bachelor’s degree the end the second year. 

According this plan, all pupils would follow 
the same course the first three grades. Then 
pupils constituting the upper portion the class 
would pass directly the fifth grade where they 
would continue without skipping subject matter. 
The slower members the third-grade class 
would enter the fourth grade where they would 
review essentials the lower grades and prepare 
for the fifth grade. similar division would 
made the end the sixth grade. Thus, for the 
brighter pupils, the fourth and seventh grades 
would eliminated. 

The plan insists upon standardized graded 
program for six-year high school, but the author 
explains that, existing four-year high school 
cannot expand its work include the six years, 
may choose offer only the first the second 
three years the curriculum. The inclusion 
the upper three years high school would help 
some our colleges keep their enrollment 
the present emergency. Father Elwell points 
out that the proposed reorganization would 
eliminate the “present foolish and costly redupli- 
cation identical courses high school and 
college such subjects sciences and languages.” 
says that “The program studies could 
arranged end education for most stu- 
dents the end the first division the high 
school.” 

School Report for Chicago 


The report Very Rev. Msgr. Daniel 
Cunningham, superintendent schools the 
Archdiocese Chicago, gives the total enroll- 
ment all schools the Archdiocese (kinder- 
garten college, inclusive) 189,985. The high 
school enrollment was 29,357, increase more 
than 1000 over the figure for the previous year. 
The elementary schools lost 1760 pupils, leaving 
the total for the year 147,436. Three new 
grammar schools and two new high schools were 
opened during the year. The report summarizes 
the war activities the schools follows: 

Cooperating every possible way with the 
war effort school children learned 
ciples home defense and how aid air-raid 
victims; and, they turned their pennies into fight- 
ing money through the purchase war stamps 
and bonds. elaborate fan-out alarm system 
has been worked out all schools. Air-raid 
drills were frequent and pastors superiors 
found places their property used 
raid shelters for children. Army and Navy Air- 
craft Warning Service used model planes made 
students. Loyola and Paul Universities 
prepared high school teachers for teaching 
preaeronautics training courses. Sisters, 
college, high school, and upper-grade students 
enrolled Red Cross first-aid classes and younger 
children participated Junior Red Cross activ- 
ities.
